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Cold Front, Chilly Showers Move into Circle

Cooler weather,' more befitting of the fall 


season, returned to the Golden Circle Wednesday 
night in gusts of wind and a slow, steady rain 
long wished for by most people in the area. 


Portions of streets were covered by water in 


many areas, making driving hazardous during 
part of the night and today. However, only two 
minor accidents were reported by Corsicana 
police. 


The average temperature was around 50, with 


rainfall varying from "not much" in Malakoff to 


a report of up to 3.2 inches in the southwestern 
portion of Kerens, which led the area in rainfall. 
Other reports from Kerens stated 1.50 and 2 
inches. 


Corsicana received .95 inch of rain by noon 


Thursday, with a low temperature of 47 degrees. 


To the west, Barry reported 1.3 inch of rainfall 


and a temperature of 47. Frost and Blooming 
Grove also reported from 1 to 1.5 inches of rain 
and temperatures in the low 50s. 


The rainfall in Dawson ranged from 1 to 1.3, 


and The Daily Sun weather watcher there said 
the temperature was "cold!" 


Rice recorded 1.5 inch of rain and a tem- 


perature of about 45; but further north, Ennis 
received only .1 inch of rain, while Waxahachie 
had .7. The low temperature in the Ennis area 
was 45. 


Trinidad reported 1 inch of rainfall, Wortham 


recorded .65 inch and Richland had .6 inch with a 
temperature of 52. 


A check with Fairfield at 11:30 a.m. today 


revealed a rainfall of .18 inch and "still 
sprinkling." The temperature there was 52 
degrees. 


Freezing temperatures and even a little snow 


and sleet brought an early taste of winter to West 
Texas and gusty showers and thunderstorms 
paced a cold front's march through the rest of 
the state today. 


Police reported the snow, melting as it touched 


ground, fell about 2:30 a.m. on the west side of 
Big Spring, where the mercury dipped to 32 
degrees. Sleet pelted the countryside north of Big 
Spring and the city measured one inch of rain. 


It was the liveliest frontal system so far this 


fall, and the cooler air put to rout a record- 
breaking hot spell in some sections the past 
several days. 


Early morning temperatures tumbled to 32 


degrees at Dalhart and 33 at Amarillo. 


Unrelenting cold, rain and snow covered most 


of the nation today, sparing only the Gulf Coast, 
Florida and sections of the Far West. 


Cloudy skies and cool weather with rain are 


predicted through Friday. Daytime highs are 
expected to be in the upper 50s, with the low 
tonight in the upper 40s. Winds are northeasterly 
10-15 m.p.h. and will be gradually shifting 
southeast tonight and Friday. The chance of rain 
through Friday is 60 per cent.

City officials gave final ap- 


proval Tuesday to an ordinance 
officially calling the $3,650,000 
bond issue election on Nov. 14 at 
the same time Corsicana will fill 
two city position vacancies—one 
on the City Commission and the 
other made necessary by the 
death of City Tax Assessor- 
Collector Jakie Pugh. 


Mayor 
Sue 
Youngblood 


presented to Mrs. Inez Car lock a 
placque of appreciation for her 
husband's, Commissioner John 
Carlock's, services to Corsicana 
from June, 1971, through Sep- 
tember, 1972. Carlock was named 
in a special election last year to 
serve out the unexpired portion of 
Mrs. 
Youngblood's 
Com- 


missioner term when she was 
elected mayor, and had won a full 
two-year term in the April, 1972, 
city elections. His resignation 
last month was a result of his 
company, Chattanooga Glass, 
transferring him to Chattanooga, 
Tenn., to take over management 
of the plant there. 


Mrs. Carlock also was given 


Commissioner 
Carlock's 


nameplate which marked his seat 
at the council table. The City in 
recent months began the use of 
identifying nameplates when the 
meeting 
chamber 
was 


remodeled. 


Tabled until such tune as City 


Attorney Don Pevehouse can 
review it was a contract City 
Manager Jack Russell recom- 
mended the Commission approve 
to engage the services of two 
engineering firms on an interim 
basis until Corsicana replaces its 
city engineer. 


Russell reported 
he has 


contacted several prospects for 
the position, but most had in- 
dicated they wouldn't be in- 
terested unless Corsicana were to 
establish a complete engineering 
department with rodman, sur- 
veyor, draftsman and secretary 
for which sufficient funds are not 
budgeted and, in his opinion, not 
justified. 


Russell acknowledged, in 


response to a direct inquiry from 
Commissioner Bob Scott, that 
establishing a full engineering 
department would be justified 
"if" voters approve the. up- 
coming seven-part bond im- 
provement program. 


Scott was emphatic in ex- 


pressing his belief that if the city 
opted to utilize the services of two 
firms already under contract to 
Corsicana on other programs 
(Forrest & Cotton on master plan 


sewage, water and drainage, and 
Knowlton, Ratliff, English and 
Cotton on the airport master plan 
study) "on a trial basis this in- 
dicates we are not going to look 
for a city engineer, and with the 
bond issue coming up I feel we 
need a city engineer to be on the 
ground to see it (improvements) 
through from beginning to end." 


Russell said he was recom- 


mending Corsicana authorize 
contracting with the two firms on 
a consultation basis for an in- 
terim period so that when an 
engineering problem arises the 
City would have someone on 
standby basis it could turn to as 
there are many engineering 
areas where the state requires a 
municipality 
have 
the 


professional services of an 
engineer. 


Scott acknowledged he was 


aware of this, but held out for 
searching for a fulltime city 
engineer 
succeeding 
City 


Engineer Bob Scott (no relation), 
who resigned to go to Killeen. 


Commissioners H.R. Stroube 


Jr. and P.O. Fullwood observed 
that either or both named firms 
would be highly qualified, having 
full 
staffs to handle 
any 


engineering work Corsicana 
needs but joined Commissioner 
Scott in asking that the proposed 
contracts be studied by legal 
counsel even though Russell said 
it was a standard contract and all 
engineering firms have set 
standard fee schedules. 


City officials saw no reason to 


change their afternoon meeting 
time when Mayor Youngblood 
sought their views reminding 
that at the "town hall" meeting 
on the bond election there had 
been suggestions meetings be 
switched to an evening hour to 
accommodate working people 
who could not attend auernoon 
meetings and wanted to par- 
ticipate. 


"We tried 
this (evening 


meetings) several times before 
and had large crowds for the first 
couple of meetings; then it 
slacked off," Mayor Youngblood 
recalled. She then solicited the 
individual views of the com- 
missioners. 


Stroube said he "personally" 


liked the 2 p.m. meeting time the 
city has always used except in 
rare instances, and Scott and 
Fullwood both pointed out no one 
had specifically asked either of 
them to change. 


Noting her personal preference 


would be 10 a.m. if any change 
were made, Mayor Youngblood 
announced that since there was 


no sentiment to change to any 
other hour "we will keep an open 
mind on this" for the future. 


Commissioners agreed with 


Manager Russell he should be 
allowed 
to 
increase 
the 


hospitalization coverage from 
$20 to $30 a day for municipal 
employes—since 
funds 
are 


budgeted this fiscal year to up- 
date protection—but should at an 
early date review Corsicana's 
"entire insurance package" for 
employes. Russell said the added 
protection will cost the city 47 
cents per month per employe and 
the employe an additional 77 
cents for a total cost to Corsicana 
of $248 monthly. 


The Commission 
approved 


amending the city-developer 
agreement 
executed 
with 


Developer James King to correct 
a miscalculation in paving costs. 


Russell 
said 
when 
the 


agreement was executed Cor- 
sicana had required King to 
extend Northwood Blvd. as a 60- 
foot wide street with developers 
to pay for a normal 31-foot wide 
street and the city to pay the 
excess to get the overwidth 
street. 


This was incorrectly figured by 


the city to be $7,000 Corsicana 
was to reimburse King when in 
actuality it figured out to be 
$10,400. Russell and Delma Ware, 
building official, noted it was the 
"city's intent" to pay costs King 
would bear for building a street 
wider than the 31-foot standard to 
the 60-foot boulevard width. 


Commissioners 
authorized 


Russell and Ware to issue a 
permit for a dance hall to "The 
Attic" when operators comply 
.with city codes on fire escapes, 
electrical wiring and other 
building safety features which 
both the fire and police depart- 
ments have to approve under an 
ordinance adopted

The search for judicial relief to 


prevent enforcement of the hair 
code adopted by the school board for 
the Corsicana school system is being 
considered by at least one more 
parent 
today 
following

Mrs. T.N. Norman, 1610 Wood- 


lawn, called The Daily Sun Wed- 
nesday afternoon saying she is 
considering hiring an attorney and 
filing suit against the Corsicana 
Independent School District Board 
of Trustees as result of their 
adoption 
of the 
school 
code 


regulating the length of hair. She 
said her 14-year-old son, Sam 
Norman, 
a 
freshman, 
was 


suspended Wednesday. 


Another parent, 
Mrs. 
J.D. 


Kuykendall, 3120 Interurban Blvd., 
whose 19-year-old' son, Ronnie 
Kuykendall, 
a 
senior, 
was 


suspended Wednesday, early this 
morning noted she was considering 
hiring a Dallas attorney and filing 
suit against the school district. 


Mrs. Kuykendall was contacted 


later, however, and she said school 
officials readmitted her son to 
school after she conferred with CHS 
Principal Mark Culwell. She said 
Culwell told her that if he used hair 
spray to keep the hair from going 
below his eyebrows, he would be 
readmitted to school. 


Mrs. Kuykendall said she pointed 


out to Culwell that she had seen 
several students in the school 
hallway with hair as long or longer 
than her son's hair. She said Culwell 
assured her they also would be made 
to conform to the rule. 


She said Culwell was "very 


fair and very nice" about the 
matter, and since her son is back in 
school she will not file a suit. 


Culwell said Wednesday that 16 


students were suspended as a result 
of the new hair code. 


Mrs. Norman claimed Wednesday 


that school officials seem to be 
picking on students who were 
originally suspended in August when 
the rule was first adopted. (A 
temporary 
restraining 
order, 


however, prevented enforcement of 
the rule until a hearing in 13th 
District Court last wedk determined 
that the code could be enforced.) 


Mrs. Norman asserted there are 


many other students at the high 
school whose hair is longer 
than her son's hair, but they are not 
forced to cut their hair. She said her 
son was given a haircut "way 
ahead" of the Wednesday deadline 


for male students to conform to the 
hair code. 


"If they're going to check some 


students, they should check them 
all," she said. 


Mrs. Norman said this morning 


that she does not know at this time 
what course of action to take. She is 
waiting for her husband to return 
from a hunting trip. 


"We'll do something," she said. "I 


don't know what just yet." 


One of the plaintiffs in the hair 


case which went to 13th District 
Court last week, Mrs. Leslie K. 
Skews, said this morning that she 
has 
recently . talked 
to her 


attorney, William J. McKie, and is 
undecided whether to seek further 
relief through the court system. She 
said she and the attorney plan to 
consult with another attorney, 
William Kugle Jr., before deciding 
whether to appeal the decision by 


visiting Judge Steve Latham of 
Hillsboro, who ruled in favor of the 
school board. 


"My thinking is that after 


yesterday's suspensions, there will 
be many many more parents who 
will have become more disturbed," 
Mrs. Skews said. "I really don't see 
how we can drop it (the hair issue) 
at this point." 
- 


"It's important, as far as our 


cause," she continued, "for people 
disturbed about the rule to let their 
feelings be known so the town- 
speople will realize there are more 
people disturbed than just Mrs. J.T. 
Burkes and me." 


Mrs. Burkes could not be con- 


tacted this morning. She was a 
plaintiff in the district court case 
decided last week. Her son, Michael 
Burkes, was among the 16 students 
suspended from school Wednesday.

Architect Hired for Proposed Housing 
Staggs Family Reunion Held in City Park

Board members of the Housing 


Authority of Corsicana Tuesday 
afternoon voted unanimously to 
employ a Fort Worth architect 
F. Olin Smith, to work ori 
proposed new housing units 
which the board will request from 
the department of Housing and 
Urban Development. 


Jack Smith, the board member 


who moved that Olin Smith be 
retained, commented that the 
contract will be with the un- 
derstanding that the Housing 
Authority has power to decide at 
any time whether to actually 
build the proposed units. 


Board 
members 
decided 


during their Oct. 10 meeting to 
apply with HUD for 65 housing 
units which have already been 
approved by the City of Cor- 
sicana and to later request from 
the City permission to build an 
additional J35 units. 


Architect Smith explained to 


board members Tuesday that 
there are three types of housing 
programs which can be applied 
for through HUD. The preferred 
type, he said, is the "Con- 
ventional" housing which the 
Housing Authority now operates 


, and has a voice in determining 


the quality of building materials 
used. 


Another type housing is the 


"Turnkey" program which 
differs from conventional in that 


the Housing Authority advertises 
for 
the 
proposition 
and 


developers aad an agreement is 
drawn up that the developer will 
build housing for an agreed sum 
of money and then "sell it in 
substance to the Authority." 
Under this type program, the 
Authority would have a voice in. 
determining where the project 
site would be located. 


The lease program, according 


to the architect, is identical to the 
•"turnkey" program in regard to' 
selection of the location, but the 
developer owns the project and 
the Authority has an option 
through 20 years to buy it. This 
program has the effect of putting 
the developer in the apartment 
business. 


Architect Smith proposed to the 


board that he go ahead with the 
mechanics of the 
paperwork 


involved in obtaining one of the 
federal housing programs and 
then explore the possibilities of 
one of them being granted .to 
Corsicana. He said he would like 
to first ask for the conventional 
type housing and, if that did not 
work out, see which of the other 
two would be more feasible. 


In further explaining the dif- 


ference between the three 
projects, the architect noted that 
the 
"turnkey", and 
lease 


programs in the past in other 
areas "have not necessarily been 
a failure, but have been a 
problem .... There seems to be 
some question as to whether they 


have been highly successful or 
not." 


Board member Smith noted 


that he is personally not in favor 
of building a housing project 
which is sub-par. He said he is 
pleased with the type of housing 
now operated by the Housing 
Authority and would not like to 
have buildings made from in- 
ferior building materials. 


He noted after the meeting that 


_he would rather see the Housing 
Authority build 100 high-quality 
units than 500 "sub-par" units. 


After considerable discussion, 


the board 
members voted 


unanimously to empower Olin 
Smith to apply on the con- 
ventional plan only. 


The board took the position that 


it would not automatically settle 
for one of the other two programs 
if the request for conventional 
housing is denied. Instead, the 
board will hold another meeting 
after the architect studies the 
possibilities and listen to alter- 
natives. 


The board also discussed 


sending a representative to the

regional office to submit the 
application if it seems likely that 
the Authority here can get the 
federal housing. 


A motion by Jack Smith was 


passed adjourning the meeting at 
•about 3:20 p.m., but the board 
members remained at the table 
discussing the housing proposal 
until about 3:40 p.m. 


Chairman C.L. Redus com- 


mented that it would seem that 
.somebody sometime up in the 
governmental 
chain would 


realize that "this'is business" 
and asked the architect, "Do we 
have to ask for an astronomical 
figure like 300 or 500 in order to 
get 166 or 200?" 


Charles Smith, son of Olin 


Smith, noted that there are times 
when the requested amounts are 
"whittled down" without "rhyme 
or reason." 


Further discussion resulted in 


general agreement that the board 
would ask for the 200 units. 


A special meeting will be held 


with the architect at 2 p.m. Oct. 
31 concerning the proposed 
housing units.

Somewhere near $13 million 


in delinquent sales tax is owed 
state and local governments 
and because of the way the 
taxes are collected, cities are 
powerless to collect their share. 


The Attorney General's office 


reports that there were 1,047 
pending sales lax cases as of 
Sept. 30. A spokesman said 
most of the cases involved de- 
linquencies, 
but 
no specific 


breakdown was available. 


The Texas Comptroller's Of- 


fice says that as of Aug. 3, a as those to 
total of $10.9 million was owed 


Were the same laws applied 


the property tax, 


to the state in delinquent sales 
taxes. 


On top of that, delinquents 


owe cities other millions where 
communities have added a lo- 
cal one-cent tax on top of the 
four-cent state levy. 


Generally the money is owed 


by individuals and companies 
engaged in retail sales. 


Reaction of local 
officials 


trying to collect back taxes 
ranges from frustration to in- 
difference because of the re- 
strictions placed on them. 


These 
officials cannot find 


out who owes the back taxes 
except under certain circum- 
stances. 


They cannot directly sue the 


delinquent. 


The venue—or location of any 


court action—must be in Austin 
by law, meaning it obviously is 
unsound financially to 
send 


lawyers io the capital city to 
help the state pursue the case. 


The depth of the situation 


was uncovered by a spot check 
of;several cities by The Associ- 
at£d Press. 


Dallas is a major example. 


Asj of Dec, 31, city sales tax de- 
linquencies were $578,434.39. 


The stale sales tax is four 


cents while the city tax is one 
cent. Thus Dallas taxpayers1 
delinquency to Ihe state is 
$2,313,737.56, 


Corpus Christ! is due $106,000. 


This means the state is due 
$424,000. 


For some unexplained rea- 


son, 
the 
amount 
of 
delin- 


quencies varies widely from 
city to city and seemingly has 
nothing to do with size of the 
community. 


For instance, Corsicana re- 


ports that "as far as we know'1 
only $122.30 is delinquent to 
that city. 


Austin is owed $106,000, Mar- 


shall $28,000 and Victoria only 
$6,363. 


How does 
the law 
work 


against cities wanting stronger 
collection action? 


Well, the system works this 


way: A company collects the 
lax and sends all the levy due 
to the state. The state then re- 
turns to the city its share—less 
handling fees. 


The city never knows who 


pays the tax. 


The legal departmenl of a 


city eventually receives a list 
of 
delinquencies 
from 
the 


Comptroller's Office. 


But that doesn't mean much, 


for the city cannot sue for the 
money. It must wait unlil the 
attorney general sues for the 
stale and then can join in the 
legal action. If a firm has gone 
bankrupt before paying its 
sales lax, goodbye to Hie mon- 
ey. 


Ihe cily simply would file suit, 
and, if necessary, sell property 
or impound bank accounts. 


On small tax delinquencies, 


the mere visit of a deputy with 
a court summons for the lag- 
ging citizen generally is enough 
to send him scurrying to the 
tax office to avoid various costs 
and penalties. 


The size of tax delinquencies, 


although gigantic when the fig- 
ures are added, does seem 
small when held up against the 
taxes paid. 


Delinquencies in Dallas, for 


instance, are seven-tenths of 
one per cent at latest count. 
Houston back sales taxes are 
"no big delinquent problem," 
says an assessor-collector. Aus- 
tin City Manager Dan Davidson 
says the $106,000 delinquency is 
"infinitesimally small" since it 
goes back to 1967 and the 1972- 
73 estimated Austin sales tax 


million. 


No one argues that the best 


system is for the state to act as 
collector for the cities on this 
particular tax. As Marshall 
City Manager C. K. Duggins 
says, it is doubtful that the city 
could collect locally for the two 
per cent state fee.

Texas-Once Abundant in Fuel-Faces Energy Shortage With Rest of Nation 


HOUSTON (AP) - The top 


spokesman for the Texas oil 


al energy crisis can, indeed, be 
a Texas crisis. 


Robert A. Buschman of San 


Antonio says the most dramatic 
change faced in this generation 
has been the switch from abun- 
dance to scarcity of energy

Texas Mid-Continent repre- 


sents all phases of the state's 
oil and gas industry. 


Buschman outlined his views 


on Texas and the energy crisis 
in an open letter he plans to 
send to every elected state offi- 
cial after the Nov. 7 general 
election. 


"As a Texas public official, 


you will be dealing with petro- 
leum related matters in a con- 
text quite different from that of 


your predecessors," the letter 
states. 


"Bluntly stated, our nation, 


which looks to oil and gas for 
three-fourths of its fuel power, 
is no longer self-sufficient in 
energy. Our five principle do- 
mestic sources of energy are 
oil, gas, coal, water power, and 
nuclear power. None are of 
adequate supply to meet our 
needs." 


In reading the letter at the 


association's 
annual 
meeting, 


Buschman said it is essential 
the industry make 
a com- 


mitment toward better commu- 


nication with the public and 
with public officials; 


The letter states that the lack 


of adequate domestic oil and 
gas reserves can be traced 
largely to a series of ill-ad- 
vised—if not downright fool- 
ish—federal policies. 


"It is clear our industry, as 


well as the Texas economy, is 
suffering 
from 
inadequate 


prices for oil and gas. While it 
is beyond the power of either 
the Texas petroleum industry 
or our state government to rec- 
tify this condition, we must rec- 
ognize it is part of the trouble." 


At a time when Texas pro- 


ducers are forced to sell gas 
for less than 20 cents 
per 


thousand cubic feet, Buschman 
adds, the shortage of supply is 
forcing acceptance of desperate 
plans for supplying imported 
and synthetic gas for approxi- 
mately $1.50 per thousand. 


"Under 
these 
conditions, 


Texas is subsidizing the fuel 
supply for a large part of the 
nation with low-priced gas," he 
says. 


"Our best hope for a spirited 


revival of drilling and develop- 
ment in this country is through 


the restoration of market forces 
that will allow prices to func- 
tion freely in adjusting supply 
and demand." 


Texas is not only the nation's 


No. 1 producer of energy, he 
adds, it ranks close to the top 
as a consumer of energy. 


"We are first in natural gas 


consumption," he continues. 
"We are second in gasoline 
consumption for transportation. 
We operate more farm equip- 
ment than any other state. 
About 98 per cent of our elec- 
tricity is generated from gas 
energy. The primary energy

dustry is petroleum, as are the 
feedstocks of our chemical and 
refining complexes.

adjust to the changing condi- 
tions through leadership in the 
development of governmental 
policies.
